Welcome to the Heritage Auctions’ December Hong Kong auction, our last World Coin Signature event of 2017. It’s 
been a great year here at Heritage, and this auction is a fitting final chapter; as has been the case with every Hong 
Kong auction we've held thus far, our expectation for the final realization has increased. This auction, as has become 
expected, is highlighted by a wide array of exceptional rarities from across Asia, with many coins offered in quality that 
is without duplication. We have picked out just a few of our favorites below. 


Each deserving placement alongside the most elite Chinese coins extant, two classic Chinese rarities share the title 

of the highest estimated coins in this auction. From Kwangtung province, we’re excited to offer an exceptionally rare 
pattern “Dragon” 50 cent piece with the legends reversed from the customary design. While appearing from time 

to time in the initial 3 Mace and 6-1/2 Candareens weight, this rarer second version reflects a weight correction to 3 
Mace and 6 Candareens. This is the first of its type that we have seen. A proof dollar from Kiangnan is deserving of 
equal attention as the top lot. Struck in 1897, this extremely rare offering was struck at the Heaton Mint in Birmingham, 
England, with a plain edge. Graded by NGC as a PR65, this Gem is absolutely sublime in its presentation, with refined 
gleam in the fields and attractive overlying tone. 


Other exceptional classic Chinese coins include both the 1897 and 1898 Anhwei dollars in remarkable NGC-graded 
MS66 condition, undoubtedly the finest “reversed legends” Kwangtung pattern 1889 50 cent in the 38 Mace and 6-1/2 
Candareens weight in NGC SP67 grade, a 1914 “L. Giorgi” pattern dollar graded SP64 by PCGS, as well as a boldly 
struck Szechuan-Shensi Soviet Communist dollar in extremely elusive Mint State. 


Many modern Chinese rarities are also presented in this catalog. Most notable among them is a pattern “Dragon 
and Phoenix” 200 yuan of the issued design but dated 1989, one year prior to the standard issue. One of only three 
known to us, we had the pleasure of offering another example in 2011 as part of a gold and silver set that brought 
$253,000. A complete set of the gold 5 ounce Unicorn issues (1994-1996), each with a mintage around 100 coins, 
also compliments the modern selection. Finally, a gold and silver bi-metallic 500 yuan from the Panda series, dated 
1995, rounds out what is perhaps our most expansive offering ever from this cherished series. 


Other highlights from around Asia include an 1866 ¥% dollar from Hong Kong graded MS63 by PCGS. While this date 
appears from time to time in lesser grades, Mint State examples are absolutely rare and highly coveted. A 1929 British 
Trade dollar, the finest circulation-strike example of its type that we’ve ever seen regardless of date, should also attract 
significant attention. Graded MS66+* by NGC and blanketed in outstanding tone, this coin will certainly appeal to 
date and type collectors alike. For the modern specialist, we will end the Floor Session with the sale of a “Year of the 
Child” silver Proof Piefort set that includes rarities from China, Nepal, Thailand the Philippines. With reported mintages 
for these issues being as low as 39, they are often regarded as modern keys for their respective countries. 


We'd like to thank all of our consignors who have helped us to fill this auction with so many exceptional rarities. It’s 
truly been a great pleasure to feast our eyes on such a beautiful group! Now, it’s time for them to find new homes. 
Lot viewing will begin the week prior to the auction at our Hong Kong office, centrally located at the Lippo Center in 
the Admiralty area of Hong Kong Island. The live portion of the auction, as well as lot viewing, will be held at the Mira 
Hotel in Tsim Sha Tsui. We hope to see everyone there!

The mint in Anking operated only from 1897-1899, with Dollars 
struck only in 1897 & 1898. There are no records of coin produc- 
tion from the Anking mint, but the rarity of Mint State coins, for 
the 1897 issue, would tend to make one think the mintage is very 
small. The only Anhwei Dollar in equivalent condition to this coin 
is a MS66 example of the more available 1898 Dollar. This beau- 
tiful coin was sold by Champion Auctions in their November 30, 
2014 Macau auction for $112,000, including the buyer’s fee.

All Anhwei silver coins 
are very scarce, as the mint in Anking was closed after little more 
than one year and the new mint, opened about three years after 
closing of the original mint, produced only copper coins. It is dif- 
ficult to describe the amazing appearance of this splendid coin, 
therefore one must see this example in person, or study it careful- 
ly on our web site. Needless to say, none have been certified finer. 
This piece is the example pictured in Michael Chou’s book, “Top 
Chinese Coins-Silver Coinage,” and listed on page 136 as #45. 
We can reference no example of an MS66 coin of this type having 
been sold in a previous auction. A rare opportunity to acquire the 
very best. We do find that we have sold an MS63 example, of this 
type, in our December 2016 Hong Kong auction, lot 37030. This 
piece sold for a hammer price of $30,000.

It was determined that these newly 
produced issues were heavier than the corresponding foreign silver coins, 
and this first Kwangtung issue was quickly removed from circulation and 
melted. Soon thereafter, a second series of Pattern coins was struck, of a 
slightly reduced weight, and this second series, struck in extremely small 
quantities, did not gain official approval from Peking. In the following 
year, the Kwangtung mint struck a re-designed third series of coins and 
this series was approved and adopted as the standard silver coins. 


The 1889 second series is among the rarest and most coveted, of all 
Chinese Provincial coin issues. The example offered here is one of only 
two certified examples of the Second Series 3 Mace 6 Candareens (50 
Cents). This piece is the only example of the type that we have had the 
pleasure of offering at auction, and is one of the truly classic Chinese 
numismatic rarities. It was missing from the Kann Collection, Bowker 
Collection, and the Irving Goodman Collection. This example is the plate 
coin from the Michael Chou book, “Top Chinese Coins-Silver Coins,” 
where it is listed as being from the 1996 Singapore Auction, Lot 355.
